E. E. Rieck, chairman of the Dia- 
mond National Bank's board, an- 
nounced that the bank would not 


open today. 
Rieck, in a formal statement, said 


deposits had shrunk about $17,000,- 
000 in the last 18 months and that 
„unusual withdrawals” had oc- 
curred. Present deposits, he said, 
are $9,919,000, while the Sept. 30 
statement showed $12,045,917.64 on 
deposit. ’ 

The bank’s board approved a 
resolution to place the depository 
in the hands of the Comptroller of 
Currency of the United States. 

The bank, at Fifth and Liberty 
avenues’ in downtown Pittsburgh, 
was organized 60 years ago. Its 
president, J. D. Callery, died in 
May. ‘No successor was named. 

The September statement showed 
$16,049,428.62 in resources. Capital 
stock was $600,000 and surplus $1,- 
500,000.

RADIO CORPORATION SEEKS 
10 SETTLE LE ANTI-TRUST mT 
‘Present Proposal or

In a speech before the ‘National 
‘Association of Broadcasters at Ho- 
tel Chase today,, Harold A. La- 
fount, acting chairman of the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission, declared 
that many radio stations vore 
falling for the temptation of over- 
commercialization. and are “oper- 


ating mainly for the profits they 
gain through excessive and uninter- 
esting advertising.” 

“In doing so, I warn them,” he 
said, that they are ‘selling their 
birthrights for a mess of potage’ 
ahd their judgment day will come. 
Already an irate public is besieg- 
ing their representatives in Con- 
gress for drastic action.” 

Lafount said that the law pro- 
vided that stations shall be licensed 
only when their operation will 
“serve public interest, convenience 
and necessity.” “But,” he said, 
„the act does hot define the term. 

It seems to me, however, that 
not definition is necessary All 
we need to do is to use the good 
common sense with which we are 
all more or less endowed.” 

“An intelligent presentation of 
educational material -is, in my 
opinion, imperative, and will in- 
crease the listening audience, con- 
sequently the demand for time by 
advertisers.” 

Lafount said that radio broad- 
casting in the United States was 
far beyond the experimental stage 
and that although he thought the 
American system was “the best in 
the world,“ it was still far from 
perfect. 

At the bottom of all stations is, 
naturally, the cost of operation 
and, Lafount said, in the end it is 
always the public that pays. In 
England there is a direct tax on 
radios. In America it is advertis- 
ing that pays the cost and from 
this come the faults of American 
yroadcasting, | 

But the Ratio Commission has 

no power of censorship and it can- 
not, therefore, either approve or 
disapprove of any program in. ad- 
vance of rendition. Lafount warned 
the broadcasters that they cannot 
shift the responsibility placed on 
them by Congress on the commis- 
sion. “A godd motto for the broad- 
caster to employ,” he said, “‘is, 
when in doubt, don’t.” 
A few of the ways in which sta- 
tions “fall down” to advertising 
were listed by Lafount. A station 
will sell its time to an advertiser 
and them make no supervision of 
the program, resulting in a hap- 
hazard, poorly presented, uninter- 
esting presentation. 

Another is to sell out to “a high- 
powered saicsman,” who then re- 
sells or retails the time and thus 
controls all material broadcast. In 
both of these instances the station 
is responsible, Lafount said, and 
the responsibility cannot be shifred 
to the advertiser or salesman. In 
case ot an investigation, the sta- 
tion will be held Hable. 

Installation of new equipment by 
many stations and fewer applicants 
for licenses have tended to elimi- 
nate interference and have helped 
to stabilize broadcasting, Lafount 
said. The commission made 16,000 
measurements during the last year 
and found that few stations devi- 
uted from their assigned frequency. 

The session was the opening one 
in a three-day program. More than 
400 owners and operator: of radio 
stations throughout the country, 
representing some 300 stations, 
were present. 

Henry Shaw of Waterloo, Ia., 
president of the association, and 
Mayor Miller also spoke. The aft- 
ernoon session included a report by 
Shaw and an address by O. H. 
Caldwell, former member of the 
Federal Radio Commission and 
president of the New York Elec- 
trical Society.

Both communications stressed

States. 
The reparations total, first capi- 
talized at $64,000,000,000, was

The building of world eco-, 
nomic stability is, of course, 
the atest importance in the 
build up of our recovery. 

As you know, a world eco- 
nomic conference will be held 
during the course of the coming 
winter. Already two American 
experts have met with the tech- 
nical experts of other govern- 
ments to prepare tentative 
agenda. While this conference 
may be begun during my ad- 
ministration, it is certain that 
it will not complete its labors 
until you have assumed office. 

Parallel with this, of course, 
is the disarmament conference 
in which the United States has 
taken a leading part. This also 
has a great economic purpose 
as well as the advancement of 
world peace. 

Time is of great importance 
in all these question. and I un- 
derstand that you are planning 
to come through Washington 
some time during the latter 
part of next week, and I hope 
you will find it convenient to 
stop off long enough for me to 
advise with you. 

I should, of couvse, be only 
too glad to have you bring into 
this conference any of the 
Democratic Congressional lead- 
ers or other advisers you may 
wish.

Cafilfield today turned over 
to the Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment $130,591, 
the first money taken from the 
$628,930 Federal loan to the City 
of St. Louis authorized by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 

The money is to. reimburse the 
Citizens’ Committee for its expendi- 
tures in the month of October, 
over and above the sum available 
from city appropriations and pri- 
vate contributions. 

For November, it is estimated, 
the committee will need $200,000 
or more of the Federal loan. It is 
hoped that after Dec. 1 the relief 
needs can be supplied through the 
municipal appropriations, private 
gifts and proceeds of the $4,600,- 
000 municipal relief bond issue. 

As has been told, the Citizens’ 
Committee did not find it neces- 
sary to use any part of the au- 
thorized loan for September, as 
had been eontemplated. Hence, it 
appears that the city may be able 
to get along with some $331,000 of 
the $628,000 authorized, and may 
not be obliged to call for the rest 
of the loan,

WOMAN LOSES CLAIM 
AS $2,000,000 HEIRESS 


Suit to Be ” Declared Adopted 
Daughter of Reuben Musick 
Dismissed. 


The suit of Mrs. Mary Wunsch, 
2104A South Eleventh street. to 
be declared the adopted daughter 
of Reuben Musick,. wealthy land- 
owner of Flo:issant, who died in 
1871, was dismissed by Cirsuit 
Judge Hall today. The case had 
been under advisement’ since 
June 8. Judge Hall held that the 
testimony was not sufficient upon 
which to base a claim for adop- 
tion. 

Mrs. Wunsch, who is 72 years 
old and the wife of a retired to- 
bacco worker filed suit as a pre- 
liminary to suing for possession of 
Musick's former estate, now valued 
as high as $2,000,000. His 2000 
acres are now h 1 by 75 persons 
and include a number of fine St. 
Louis County estates, among them 
that of Joseph Desloge. 

The only questios to be consid- 
ered, according to Judge Hall, was 
whether Musick and his wife had 
agreed to adopt “little Mary.” Al- 
though conceding that the child re- 
sided in the home until after Mrs. 
Musick’s death, in 1870, Judge Hal! 
reviewed testimony that Mr. and 
Mrs. Musick were very charitable 
people and had in the course of 
their lives taken as many as 17 
orphans into their home. He said 
Mrs. Musick especially never turned 
away anyone in distress. 

Concerning “the testimony of 
witnesses who recalled hearing 
Musick speak of plans to adopt 
“little Mary,” 62 years ago, Judge 
Hall pointed out the witnesscs 
themselves would have been small 
children, and said it would be 
“stretching one’s imagination and 
credulity” to credit their testimony. 
He also commented on the fact 
that Mrs. Wunsch, although using 
the name of Musick at the time ot 
her marriage 55 years ago, had 
made no effort to claim Musicx’s 
estate until recently. 

Musick, a miller and ferryman, 
owned 100 pieces of property in and 
near Florissant and in St. Louis, 
all of which was partitioned among 
distant relatives four years after his 
death. Two of the present owners 
paid $5000 to Mrs. Wunsch for a 
quit- claim on a 36-acre tract on 
Hall's Ferry road. The other own- 
ers banded together to resist the 
claim.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—An ex- 
tension of the moratorium on in- 
ternational debt payments and “re- 


consideration and readjustment of 
the inter-governmental debt-fund- 
ing agreements,“ are urged in a re- 
port made public today by the com- 
mittee for the consideration of in- 
ter-governmental debts. 

The committee is headed by Al- 
fred P. Sloan Jr., president of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation. 

The report was drawn up by a 
group of economists. It was in- 
dorsed, the announcement said, by 
51 business, farm and labor lead- 
ers, including Alfred E, Smith, for- 
mer Governor of New York and 
Democratic nominee for President 


in 1928: Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of Columbia University: 
George W. Wickersham, former At- 
torney-General, and James M. Cox, 
former Governor of Ohio and Dem- 
ocratic nominee for President in 
1920. 

“A reasonable’ readjustment of 
inter-governmental debts,” the re- 
port said, “promises far greater 
material benefits to the American 
people than the direct income which 
would be received if payment could 
be made in full.“ 


Effect of Readjustment. 

Pointing out that an increase of 
1 per cent in the nation’s annual 
income would amount to more than 
twice the current annual debt pay- 
ments, the economists say that “a 
readjustment of these debts in the 
light of present world conditions, 
suited both to the capacity: of our 
debtors to pay and to our ability to 
receive—especially if it involved 
favorable concessions to American 
trade—would 80 far toward the 
stimulation of world-wide and 
American economy recovery.” 

“Employment and the earnings 
of American labor would be in- 
creased,” the report continues. The 
profits of agriculture and industry 
would expand. 

“Security of private American 
investments in European countries, 
and of foreign bonds now held by 
American investors, would de 
strengthened. 

“Furthermore, through this im- 
provement in business, tax revenues 
would automatically increase, while 
the burden of taxation upon the 
people would be reduced.“ 


Gain for American People. 


The report. concludes as follows: 

“A realization of the conse- 
quences to American well-being of 
excessive demands upon our debt- 
Ors makes a reconsideration of ex- 
isting debt agreements necessary. 

“By a sensible readjustment of 
these agreements which would 
stimulate a revival of business, the 
American people would stand to 
gain far more in dollars and cents 
through a revival of trade with 
Burope than they would gain in an 
attempt to collect the last dollar.” 

The report’s three récommenda- 
tions are: 

1. That the elected representa- 
tives of the American people recog- 
nize this vital and delicate prob- 
lem as a non-partisan issue to be 
settled strictly on its merits in the 
best interests of the United States; 

“2. That Congress authorise, by 
the re-creation of the World War 
Foreign Debt Commission or other- 
wise, such reconsideration and re- 
adjustment of the debt-funding 
agreements as would best advance 
the interests of American trade and 
promote American prosperity; 

“3. That Congress extend the 
moratorium for a sufffcient period 
to give time for these negotiations.” 


Time for Scientific Résearch. 


Sloan said of the report, which 
will be presented to the 700 mem- 
bers of the committee: 

“It is high time that this sort of 
concerted attempt be made to 
bring to bear on crucial economic 
problems the results of authorita- 
tive, unprejudiced scientific re- 
search and opinion. 

“The effort in this case takes on 
added significante from the fact 
that it has been checked against 
everyday business experience by 
the industrialists and business men 
who have indorsed the findings of 
the economists.” . 

The report is signed by James 
W. Angell, Columbia professor: 
Ernest Minor Patterson, University 
of Pennsylvania professor; Edwin 
R. A. Seligman, Columbia profes- 
sor; Frank W. Taussig, Harvard 
professor; Rufus 8. cker, con- 
sulting economist; acob Viner, 
University of Chicago professor, 
and John Parke Young, Occidental 
College professor. 


The first public notice of the 


committee came last Sept. 11, when 
Sloan announced a temporary or- 
ganization and said the problem is

He said the committee would ap- 
proach the problem asking this 
question.

BANK ROBBERY LOSSES 
STEADILY INCREASING 


Total in Missouri 417 Pct. of 
Risk Insurance Premiums 
Paid—Rates Raised. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Losses 
from bank robberies have been in- 
creasing steadily since 1922, the 
National Bureau of Casualty and 
Surety Underwriters said yesterday 
in announcing a new set of rules 
and rates on this type of risk. 
Ten years ago, the announcement 
said, bank robberr losses to the 
insurance companies allied with 
the bureau averaged 16 per cent of 
the premiums received. “In 1931 
this ratio had jumped to 104 per 
cent,“ the statement continued, 
„and in 1930 it was 122 per cent. 
Last year the earned premium in- 
come of the companies was $642,- 
080 on policies issued in 1931, but 
there were actual losses of $668,- 
043.” 

The statistics indicate, the bu- 
reau said, that bank burglaries are 
more numerous in the Southern 
and Middle Western states than in 
any other parts of the country. 
“In Florida, for an example,” 
the statement said, the loss ratio 
was 716 per cent; in Georgia it was 
297 per cent; Arkansas, 255 per 
cent; Oklahoma, 293 per cent, and 
417 per cent, all of 
which indicate very heavy under- 
writing losses for the companies.” 
The greater part of the losses 
has been contributed by small 
banks and in revising the ratés and | 
rules this trend was taken into con- 
sideration. ö 

The new rates, announced by 
James A. Beha, general manager 
and counsel, are effective today. 
There are four changes, as fol- 
lows: 

A graded scale of premium 
rates higher for the first $10,000 
of insurance, but dropping to a 
lower level thereafter. This re- 
places the old flat premium 
‘charge levied on any and all 
amounts of insurance. 

Bank robbery policies hereaft- 
er will be written for a one-year 
period only. 

Rating territories have been 
divided into four instead of three 
groups. 

A new policy permitting lower 
rates of premium to be charged 
banks, provided the assured 
agrees to stand the first $10,000 
of loss. This so-called deduet- 
ble“ provision never before ap- 
peared in hank robbery insur- 
ance. 

In addition to robbery losses, the 
underwriters said the closing of 
thousands of banks throughout the 
country’ had reduced their premium 
income and “greatly increased” 
their exposure to loss. 


OFFICIAL OKLAHOMA COUNT 


Roosevelt’s Margin Over Hoover 
326,308 Votes. 
By the Associated Press, 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Nov. 14. 
— Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt polled 
326.308 more votes last Tuesday 
in Oklahoma than President Hoo- 
ver, the State Election Board’s of- 
ficial count has revealed.

188,165.

replaced by a truly Liberal party.” 
He declured the hope of the pa 
rested with its youth. * 

In a formal statement, he said 
that if the younger Republicans 
would “exert themselves. to seek 
and to produce constructive, for- 
ward-facing and liberal leadership, 
the party, despite its overwhelming 
defeat, may be quickly reorganized 
and. given new strength and new 
spirit for another generation of 
public service,”

Economic Interdependence. 
“It is absolutely necessary,” he 


heads everywhere that because any 
group of people constitute a self- 
governing nation, they also consti- 
tute a self-dependent economic 
unit. They do not. All that they 
do is to qualify as a member of an 
international and co-operative ec- 
onomic organization, the outgrowth 
of modern industrial conditions 
and of newly discovered means of 
communication, the object of 
which will be to bring prosperity 
to each and all, and to assure its 
continuance so far as that is hu- 
ymanely possible under the opera- 
tion of established economic law.” 

Dr. Butler disclosed that a 
“group of the ablest and most dis-

ATTEMPT PLANNED T0 REPEAL 
‘ ARKANSAS PROHIBITION LAW 


Wets and Drys Prepare for Fight 
at 1933 Session of As- 
sembly. 

By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 14.— 
A campaign for repeal of the Ark- 
ansas “bone dry” law by the 1933 
Legislature has been disclosed’ by 
State Senator Edward B. Dillon of 
Pulaski County. 

Saying he expected modification 
of the Volstead act at the Decem- 
ber session of Congress and even- 
tual repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, Senator Dillon added 
that a group of Legislators would 
make a determined effort in the 
forthcoming legislative session to 
strike the State’s prohibition law 
from the statute books. 

J. H. Glass, superintendent of the 
Arkansas Anti-Saloon League, told

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COLOGNE NEWSPAPER SAYS 
FRANCE HAS ARMY AT GATES. 
OF GERMANY READY TO MARCH 


Asserts 5,000,000 Men 


Could Be Mobilizea— 
Lists Air, Artillery and ae daca 
a Equipment. |

COLOGNE, Germany, Nov. 14. — 
In an exhaustive discussion of 
French military organization and 
equipment, to be presented in a 


special issue tomorrow, the Koel- 
nische Illustrierte Zeitung, a week- 
ly circulated internationally and 
throughout Germany, reaches the 
conclusion that before the gates of 
Germany there stands the best 
equipped army in the world, ready 
to march.” 

Statistics and maps are set forth, 
along with photographs, quotations 
from the sayings of French states- 
men, and analysis by German mili- 
tary experts. 

The publishers of the weekly — 
the English equivalent of the title 
is the Cologne illustrated newspa- 
per—assert that much of the ma- 
terial they present never has been 
printed. 

French Preparedness. 

Outstanding among the state- 
ments are these: 

1. That within a week; and with- 
out special parliamentary authoriz- 
ation, France could put into action 
46 infantry, five cavalry and four 
air divisions. 

2. That. the French military 
budget does not show what the na- 
tion is spending on armaments — 
“France is the world’s champion 
when it comes to camouflaging her 
military expenditures.” 

3. That the French fleet has 
made tremendous, methodic prog- 
ress, thanks to a long-term naval 
program which though never sanc- 
tioned by the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, is being carried out tacitly 
year after year.” 

4. That the French air fleet has 
a radius of activity extending far 
beyond Germany, the channel and 
England, and beyond the tlalian 
plains of the Po, including Turin 
and Milan.“ 

5. That French army maneuvers 
in recent years “have evinced a 
clearly aggressive tendency.” 

6. That for more than a century 
French policy has not swerved 
from the goal of establishing a mil- 
itary hegemony over Europe, and 
that the “French system of alli- 
ances rests on Europe like a night- 
mare.“ 

Equipment of Forces. 

Once general mobilization had 
been ordered, the writer continues, 
30 to 40 more infantry divisions

French Government Denies 

Charges as “Fantastic, False.”

PARIS, Nov. 14.—The French 
Government today branded the 
Cologne IIlustrierte Zeitung's con- 
clusions about French military 
strength as fantastic and false and 
informed the Associated Press that 
France proposed general propor- 
tional reduction of the world’s 
navies. 

The document declares that ine 
charge France has constructed a 
system of fortifications on the 
northeastern frontier to permit of- 
fensive operations against Ger- 
many, falls under analysis. 

“The importance of sums de- 
voted to a system which might be 
applied to the purchase, of movable 
war material constitutes striking 
proof of the defensive intentions 
of France.” 

The statement continues that 
France isin a dangerous postion in 
case of aerial bombardment, the 
great industrial centers of the 
north being in proximity to the 
most menaced of French frontiers. 

The statement says that aside 
from the military budget there are 
400,000,000 francs (about $160,- 
000,000) carried on the civil colo- 
nial budgets, adding this is well 
known in Geneva. 

“It is false,” the statement said, 
“to pretend this constitutes cam- 
ouflage. In round figures France 
has spent 50 per cent more than 
Germany. The military expendi- 
tures of France since 1913 have not 
increased 60 per cent but between 
10 and 15 per cent. 

“Since 1920 the military outlay 
of Germany has increased by about 
20 per cent.”

Louis, whose term expires Dec. 1 
1935, and Charles Ferguson, Re- 
publican, of Willow Springs, whose 
term expires Dec. 1, 1937, were 
appointed by Gov. Caulfield after 
the 1931 legislative session. They 
could be replaced by the new ex- 
ecutive merely by sending other 
names to the Senate. 

The other two members gre 
Chairman’ William F. Phares, Re- 
publican, of Maryville, whose term 
expires Dec. 1, 1935, and R. 8. 
Brownlee, Democrat, of Brookfield, 
whose terms expires Dec. 1, 1933. 
These two appointments have been 
confirmed. 


Full control of the Public Ser- 
cice Commission, which regulates 
public utilities, could not be taken 
over by the new administration un- 
til April, 1935, unless some of the 
present five members agreed to re- 
sign. Appointments of all five 
commissioners have been con- 
firmed. The commissioners, and 
the date of expiration of 
their terms, are: Chairman 
Milton R. Stahl, Republican, St.

Proportional Naval Cut. 


PARIS, Nov. 14.—The statesmen 
of Franc completed final details 


of a nne. armament plan to-- 


day. 

The detailed document, entitled 
“A Plan for Organization of 
Peace,” is ready to send to Geneva 
for presentation to the conference. 

It provides for treaties of con- 

sultation, security and- arms equal- 
ity. 
The Council of Ministers gave its 
formal approval today to the text 
of the proposals. The document 
will be published today. 

“This plan indicates for the first 
time, clearly and loyally before the 
world, what we are ready to do,” 
said Joseph Paul-Boncour, Minis- 
ter of War and delegate to the dis- 
armament conference. “The plan 
brings great hope to the disarma- 
ment conference, whose failure 
would be a signal for a re-arma- 
ment race which sooner or later 
would be a race toward war.” 

Premier Herriot and members of 
the French delegation spent most 
of last evening revising the plan. 

What the Pian Proposes. . 

An official summary of the new 
French plan enunciates the policy 
of discontinuing economic and fi- 
nancial ‘relations with an aggressor 
nation. : 

The summary says that, based on 


the declarations of Secretary of 


State Stimson that armed conflict 
interests all signatories to the 
Briand-Kellogg pact, who could 
not adopt neutrality toward an ag- 
gressor, chapter one has for its 
object to have this principle ac- 
cepted by all powers. 

In case of violation of the pact, 
the summary continues, the powers 
should discontinue their economic 
and financial relations with an 
aggressor. 

Other outstanding provisions are 
these: 

A mutual military assistance 
system is recommended for Eur- 
ope. This would automatically 


wegin with any attack or invasion.

The decision as to which na- 
tion involved is the aggressor 
would be left to a commission 
whose members would be appoint- 
ed /in time of peace from among 
ae representatives and 
military attaches accredited to the 
country which considers itself the 
victim of aggression. 
General Arbitration Act. 

It is further proposed that all 
European Powers should adhere to 
a general arbitration act. If any 
signatory should refuse to 
an arbitral judgment, or accept 
pacific settlement of a dispute, the 
other affected country could ap- 
peal to the League of Nations coun- 
cil which would decide the proper 
measures to be taken. 

The couneil’s decision would be 
by majority vote and the con- 
tracting Powers would extend as- 
sistance in carrying out that deci- 
sion. 

The plan provides for creation of 
a “first aid’’ international force 
which would include contingents of 
specialized troops selected from 
various countries, and armed with 
weapons and materials which na- 
tional armies will be prevented 
from having. 

This force would be placed at 
the disposal of the League of Na- 
tions, ready to act immediately. 

Armies of Uniform Type. 

In fulfillment of the Hoover 
principles of reducing the offen- 
sive character of armies, the con- 
tracting Powers on the Continent 
of Europe would progressively 
transform their forces to a uniform 
type — à national army of short 
term service, with a limited num- 
ber of effectives. 

In fixing the number of effec- 
tives, special geographical and 
other conditions of the countries 
affected would be taken into con-

The text emphasizes that France 
is convinced that a unanimity of 
opinion exists to support President 
Hoover’s idea that the main goal 
of the disarmament conference is 
to reinforce defensive forces by 
reducing the forces of aggression, 
and that therefore the French plan 
is based on the formation of mili- 
tary organizations which make ag- 
gression more difficult. | 


As to German 

“It is only by this method.“ the 
text reads, “that we think we will 
be able to find an equitable solu- 
tion of the German claim to 
equality rights, by:the progressive 
equalization of military units of 
the defensive type, and by equal 
participation in the responsibili- 
ties and advantages of common ac- 
tion stipulated in the League of 
Nations covenant, all idea of re- 
armament being put aside.“ 

Chapter four which deals with 
naval and colonial forces, proposes 
the negotiation of a Mediterranean 
pact between the interested na- 
tions. The belief is advanced that 
this would furnish guarantees en- 
couraging the signatories to par- 
ticipate in a system of mutual as- 
sistance. 

The relation existing between 
types of armament -should be 
maintained, it is asserted. 

France then recommends apply- 
ing a coefficient of reduction to 
naval tonnages “as they were de- 
clared to exist in 1931.” 

Countries adhering to the pact of 
mutual assistance would be bound 
to furnish naval assistance to a 
victim of aggression at the request 
to the League of Nations. 

The French Government today 
informed the Associated Press that 
France proposes proportional re- 
duction & navies. 

The document says France is un- 
able for the present to fix its na- 
val reduction, as this depends upon 
international agreement, “but 
French tonnage probably will be 
around or under 600,000.” 

The document continues: “This 
means France will accept a cut of 
nearly 300,000 tons from her orig- 
inal program. 

The statement says the French 
warship Dunkerque, is an answer 
to the laying down in Germany of 
the third “pocket battleship.’ The 
statement concludes: 

“Despite the uncertainty of the 
international situation, France 
would have preferred to renounce 
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construction of the Dunilerece. but 
because of the German menace 
France was obliged to take tech- 
nical considerations into account 
in the absence of new naval limi- 
tations. France has not yet util- 
ized naval tonnage allocated un- 
der the Washington treaty. She 
has a right to construct several 
warships of the Dunkerque type.” 


As to Air Armoment . 


Chapter 5 treats of air arma- 
ments. France proposes the estab- 
lishment of an agreement between 
all “aéronautic’” Powers in Europe 
for. the creation of “the European 
union air transport.” 

The plan recommends that to 
the international land force which 
would be placed at the service of 
the League of Nations, there be 
added at least in Europe“ an air 
force Organically international. 

The plen provides also for stor- 
ing in each European state and 
under the control of the League of 
Nations, of all transportable war 
material whose maintenance would 
be authorized by the disarmament 
treaty but which could be pos- 
sessed by the national short-term 
armies. 

It proposes progressive ‘unifica- 
tion of the manufacture of war 
material which would be super- 
vised and gradually organized on 
an international basis. The stored 
war material would be placed at 
the disposal of the victim of ag- 
gression. 

Why U. S. Drops Opposition to 
Munitions Control. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON; Nov. 14.—A be- 
lief that legislation to control the 
manufacture of munitions would 
be held to be constitutional in the 
United States has led the Ameri- 
can Government to withdraw one 
of its reasons for objection to 
such a proposal in the Geneva Dis- 
armament negotiations, Secretary 
Stimson said today that precedents 
of such control of narcotics led to 
the belief that a charge that mu- 
nitions control was unconstitution- 
al in America would not hold. 

The American Government, 
Stimson said, would continue, how- 
ever, to stand by a reservation on 
the plan as a matter of policy. 


APPEAL TO RUSSIANS 
NOT TO USE GOLD 
FOR FILLING TEETH 


Newspaper Says Five Tons Now 
in People’s Mouths Could Be 
Paid for Machinery.

MOSCOW, Nov. 14.—A cam- 
paign against gold fillings in teeth 
was launched last night by the 
newspaper, Evening Moscow, which 
exhorted the Soviet masses not to 
“hide gold in your mouth, for by 
so doing you reduce our ability to 
import necessary machinery.” 


The newspaper estimated that 
five tons of gold are required to fill 
Russia's teeth and pointed out hat 
this gold was precious metal need- 
ed for purchases abroad. 

The paper called attention to a 


non-rusting steel alloy filling for 


teeth which Soviet scientists 
cently developed. 

Before the revolution, gold teeth 
were considered necessities by niost 
Russians, but since then gold bas 
been a great luxury. Dentists do 
not carry gold and those who can 
afford such fillings must supply 
them. 

A story is related of a young man 
who proffered an old Ozarist gold 
coin as a gift to his sweetheart, 
with the explanation that she 
could use it some day in her teeth.

For a One-House Congress. 


VERYBODY knows that the political 

rivalry in Washington, which brought 
on the recent intensive campaign for a 
“new deal,” grew out of the fact that 
fhe legislative branch of the Federal 
Government was dominated by one great 
political party, while the executive 


other great political party. The mixed 
complexion of the Senate need not be 
referred to. To pull the country out of 
the great post-war depression, the people 
have decided that the “new deal” shall 
apply to the political party in control of 
the executive branch of the Government. 
since the President is a more shining 


theory, it would have been just as well 
to have made the legislative branch Re- 
publican as the executive branch Demo- 
cratic, for after all, the two branches 
have been about equally responsible for 
all that has taken place. 

Two changes in our Federal system of 
government are called for. Our bicam- 
eral law-making body is archaic. It was 
copied from England's Parliament, which 
consists of a Héuse of Lords and a House 
of Commons. The House of Commons 
was designed to enable the subjects of 
royalty to inaugurate and pass laws, but 
the House of Lords was added to the 
plan to insure the defeat of laws inimical 
to the interests of royalty. The House 
of Lords is now scarcely more than a 
legend, and the United States Senate 
serves no purpose that Congress, if com- 
posed of a single body, could not bet- 
ter supply. The theory of checks and 
balances in a bicameral system is a myth 
long since exploded, a fact no better 
illustrated than in our own city's single 
law-making body. 

The chief executive officer of our na- 
tion should belong to the dominant po- 
litical party of this new kind of Con- 
gress, so that the party in power may 
work unhampered and be held respon- 
sible for what it does. There should be 
no hold-overs in Congress. Following the 
nation's election, it should be the duty 
of. the electors representing the new 
dominant party in Congress to meet and 
elect the President of the United States. 
The country’s Constitution needs amend- 
ment to bring about these important 
ends. HIRAM B. MORSE.

Next January, 41 State 
and two other Legislatures meet before the middle of 
1933. If these Legislatures had ‘before them a repeal 
amendment, they could set up state conventions at 
once for the purpose of ratification. If the needed 
number of states for ratification, 36, could not be 
found among these 43, the remaining five Legisla- 
tures could be called into special session. Most Legis- 
latures meet only once in two years, so that the 
opportunity that presents itself now will not be du- 
plicated until January, 1935. The alternative, a 
wholesale calling of special sessions, would mean the 
expenditure of millions of dollars at a time when 
governmental economy is the watchword. 

It is practically certain that the short session will 
consider immediate modification of the Volstead Act 
to permit the sale of beer, and powerful impetus to 
this action will be given by the condition of the 
Treasury and the need for more revenue. Collections 
from the excise taxes enacted at the last session are 
very disappointing; income tax receipts, undoubtedly, 
will likewise be low, and the Treasury is running a 
deficit already in excess of $600,000,000. Many Con- 
gressmen hope that the legalization of beer, with a 
heavy tax, will correct this disastrous trend. We are 
not sure that it will. ‘ 
It was believed by the House Ways and Means 
Committee last spring that a tax of $5 a barrel on 
2.75 beer would produce revenue “conservatively esti- 
mated as amounting to $350,000,000 annually.” 
Whether such a high tax, 2 cents a pint, would make 
it possible for brewers to sell 70,000,000 barrels has 
yet to be demonstrated. The highest production in 
history was 66,000,000 barrels, in 1913-14, when the 
tax was only $1 a barrel. In addition, at that time 
only 14 states had dry enforcement codes, whereas 
those codes now exist in more than 30 states. Beer 
production fell in 1917-18 to 50,000,000 barrels, taxed 
at $6 each. 

Legalization of beer, taxed at $5 per barrel, would 
not, we think, operate to displace.cheaply-made home 
brew. Moreover, it would leave the bootlegger in 
possession of the hard liquor field. By and large, 
this is not a beer-drinking nation, and the big rev- 
enue will come from the legalization and taxation of 
whisky. If the short session is looking for a budget- 
balancing device, it will not stop at modification of 
the Volstead Act, but will pass a resolution calling 
for repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 

We realize there are difficulties in the way. Sen 
ator Borah and his corporal's guard of dry followers 
may defy the will of the country and set up a fili- 
buster, a maneuver especially successful’ in short 
sessions because of the fixed closing date. It would 
be pretty difficult to characterize such a tactic ade 
quately, but the ineffable Borah would probably not 
be deterred by the people’s will, revenue needs, or 
any other consideration if ft suits his eccentric self 
to block action on the liquor question. We can only 
hope that the majority view of Congress, the nation’s 
necessities and the fear of public indignation will 
prevent so mad a course,

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SENATOR MOSES SQUAWKS. 

Senator Moses of New Hampshire has not taken 
his defeat gracefully. He has not yet scrutinized the 
returns, as he plans soon to do, but a cursory exami- 
nation convinces him that “concerted treachery” did 
its foul work. On no other theory can he explain 
the re-election of the Republican Governor and his 
own repudiation. And he announces, by way of threat 
rather than promise, that, instead of disappearing 
quietly into oblivion, he will take a much more active 
part in New Hampshire politics than he had contem- 
plated. Presumably this is a declaration of war on 
Gov. Winant, who has broken precedent by re-election 
to the office which he has administered so capably 
as to have won the actual party leadership in hi 
State. Indeed, John Gilbert Winant, at 46, is ac 
counted in competent New England opinion as one of 
the Grand Old Party’s rising hopes, a colorful, attrac- 
tive figure, of progressive outlook, the antithesis in 
many respects of the fading sardonic Senator.

The result of the marine-supervised election, in the 
choice of Dr. Juan B. Sacasa as President, completes 


the circuit of time’g whirligig. For it was to keep 


this same Sacasa out of the presidency that the pres- 
ent occupation of Nicaragua was launched, in 1926, by 
the Coolidge administration. Sacasa, a member of 
the Liberal party, was Vice-President when President 
Solorzano resigned. He claimed the office, but the 
‘Congress gave it to Adolfo Diaz, a Conservative. Mex- 
100 recognized Sacasa, this country recognized Diaz, 
and another Nicaraguan war was on. It culminated 
in maripe supervision of the 1928 election, at which 
this country’s yp Moncada, won. 

Our marines, in addition to supervising elections, 
restoring order, training Nicaraguan troops and pro- 
tecting American citizens, property and investments, 
also have been in Nicaragua these six years to cap- 
ture Augustino Sandino, a Liberal chieftain who re- 
fused to lay down*his arms when others of that party 
capitulated. He has kept up a guerrilla warfare which 


ed capture and has refused to make peace until the 
marines left. Now that that step is in sight, San- 
dino has announced a new objective—to capture Ma- 
nagua, the capital, and call a new and unsupervised 
election. Presumably, he has never forgiven Sacasa, 
his former ally, for surrendering to the marines. 
So our troops, it seems, will leave with Nicaragua 
in much the same condition, or worse, than hen we 
interfered in that country’s affairs. Sacasa, whom 
this country tried to keep out of office, will be Pres- 
ident, and Sandino, whom our forces sought to put 
down, presumably will start fresh warfare. It Has 
been a costly venture to this country, it has aggra- 
vated Latin American feeling against us and has 
lent a ring of insincerity to all our protests over 
Japan’s actions in Manchuria. Dollar diplomacy has 
led this country into many a stupid and tragic blun- 
der, but the Nicaraguan fiasco overtops them all. 
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A CHARMING VISITOR.

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BLINDNESS PREVENTION IN MISSOURI. 

Dr. Harvey D. Lamb, in the Journal of the Missouri 
Medical Association, sums up what has been done 
and what has not been done to prevent blindness in 
this State. His data are taken from blind pensioners 
and from the Missouri School for the Blind. That a 
great proportion of blind cases are entirely unneces- 
sary is conclusively shown. Thousands of persons 
have been saved from this fate, for instance, by the 
1921 law compelling physicians to cleanse the eyes of 
new-born infants with silver nitrate. Twenty years 
ago, 22 per cent of children entering the school for 
the blind were afflicted with ophthalmia neonatorum, 
or the disease that attacks babies’ eyes; this bas now 
been reduced to 9 per cent. 

Another fruitful field of prevention is in the case 
of trachoma. Among 5552 applicants for blind. pen- 
sions, between June and December, 1923, 26.1 per 
cent had impaired vision as a result of trachoma. 
With the establishment of the trachoma hospital at 
Rolla and numerous free clinics, blindness frém this 
cause began to decrease. Trachoma in St, Louis has 
become a rarity and, during the last five years, not 
a single case of trachoma has been present among 
children attending the school for the blind. Among 
those applying for blind pensions in 1931, only 18.3 
per cent were victims of trachoma. 

Blindness prevention is also possible in other 
fields. To stop the spread of hereditary blindness, 
27 states have passed sterilization laws. Dr. Lamb 
thinks the use of tuberculin as the treatment for 
uveitis, which supposedly results from tuberculosis, is 
not as general as it might be. In cases of sym- 
pathetic blindness, Dr. Lamb strongly urges the early 
removal of the eyeball after a penetrating injury. 
He thinks not enough attention has been paid to pre- 
venting blindness caused by ‘atrophy of the optic 
nerve, Induced in most cases by syphilis. 

Dr. Lamb’s interesting and stimulating discussion 
should encourage workers in blindness prevention, as 
well as attract recruits to this noble pursuit. It the 
means are at hand to save human beings from this 
most dreaded fate and they are not fully employed,

Merely philosophizing about disarmament is 
difficult enough, as one may gather from 
reading sOme such summary as that ad- 
mirable pamphlet, “The Ethics of War,” 
published by the Catholic Association for 
International Peace. How hard must the 
practical job therefore be! 

Speaking recently about the world’s eco- 
nomic plight, Montagu Norman remarked 
that improvement would come if everybody 
could agree upon ways and means, or even 
principles—an agreement which, however, 
seems positively utopian. In the same man- 
ner, international resolves to disarm are 
necessarily dependent upon the willingness 
of all nations to co-operate, If one steps 
out of the ranks, the parade is halted. 

Despite varied forms of unsettlement in 
Latin America, the two areas in which 
peace is now most seriously threatened are 
Europe and Asia. The causes underlying 
both disturbances are radically different. In 
Europe, trouble’s root is still inability to 
liquidate the last war. “I think,” said Mus- 
solini, speaking at Turin, “that if it were 
possible to formulate tomorrow, on the 
basis of justice, the necessary adequate 
premises for collaboration between the four 
great Western Powers, Europe would be 
tranquilized in a political way and the eco- 
nomic crisis would perhaps weaken and 
near its end.“ 7

But the most serious single obstacle in 
the way of this achievement is precisely the 
desire to protect advantages gained with 


cultural achievement. By using that pow- 
er adroitly, it hopes to secure universal re- 
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overhauled next week, the sources of Ger- 
man poverty would not immediately dry up.

The troublé in his 
case is that no modern uation can depend 
upon its armament. Only constant readi- 
ness to act, possession of strategic advan- 
tages and a dependabie financial substruc- 
ture suffice to afiord a moderately com- 
plete security. 
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The same species of terror is encountered 
in Germany. During the past year, a popu- 
lar literature Has deen created to describe 
the possible horrors of a Polish invasion. 
Some of this is exciting reading, however 
much of pure imagination may have gone 
into its making.

While this highly nationalized anxiety 
makes of disarmament a vital and -exceed- 
ingly difficult issue, it also encourages the 
intelligent to do what De Selincourt expects 
of them.

Two up- 
sets in the conference were the II- 
linois triumph over Indiana and 
Wisconsin beating Minnesota in the 
final minutes of the game. An un- 
usual bit of strategy, which was 
an unnecessary gamble, was’ tried 
by Indiana.

BUT NO EXTRA IS. VOTED

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 14.—The board 
of directors of ‘the Coca-Cola Co. here to- 
day declared the regular quarterly dividend 
and announced plans to continue advertis- 
ing activities for 1933 at the highest level 
in the history of the company 

The directors said the 19 33 advertising 
appropriation had been materially increased 
over the 1932 expenditure, which was the 
largest in the concern's history. 

The directors declared the regular quar- 
terly dividend of $1.76. per share on the 
common stock and the regular semi-annual 
dividend of $1.50 per share on the Class A 
stock. The extra divitend of 25 cents a 
share paid on the common etock for sev- 
eral past quarters was omitted. 

Chapman J. Root of Terre Haute, Ind., 
head of the Root Glass Co., and one of 
the large factors in the Coca-Cola bottling 
industry, was elected a director. 

It was announced that for the first nine 

months of 1932 earnings on the common 
stock amounted to $7.30 per ehare, after 
payment of taxes and dividends on the 
Class A stock, compared to $9.23 per share 
for the same period of 1931. 
President R. W. Woodruff of the com- 
pany, commenting on the earnings, said it 
was due to an increase in taxation and a 
decrease in sales during the third quarter, 
and that a loss in sales was to be ex- 
pected in view of the excessive purchases 
— the trade during the second quarter in 
anticipation of the imposition of the Fed 
eral excise tax.

T has been wisely said that 
| nothing gives a woman a new 

lease on life like the purchase 
of a hat. No matter how down- 
hearted she may be, if she can 
sally forth to her favorite milliner 
with the price of a hat in her 
pocketbook, the world immediately 
looks rosy. 

But it also has been said (wisely 
but sadly) that there is no item of 
women’s dress which men criticise 
quite so severely as the do a hat. 
Let another woman get a most be- 
coming hat and the very same 
husband also notices it. And since 
men do notice hats, the milliners 
are having quite a time of it these 
days to keep their customers in 
style and to keep men in a good 
humor. ! 

These hats of the “Gay Nineties“ 
which swoop down over the fore- 
head and expese the back of the 
head to chill November breezes are 
adorable, so the women think. 
But men say. They are terrible.” 
You'd be surprised if I told you 
how many hats have come back to 
millinery shops these past few 
months with a chagrined woman 
explaining:

The touch of a hat designer who 
knows how to make a long nose 
look short or a broad face look long 
also is responsible for the approval 
in a man’s eyes when he critically 
surveys a woman's hat. The ma- 
jority of hats sold above the s0- 
rallied “popular prices,” and many 
whioh fall within that range, are 
fitted expertly to the head. Every 
millinery shop or department has 
efficient designers who know how 
to give a yank where it is needed, 
to take out fullness where it isn't 
needed, dnd do many other little 
things in the way of suiting a hat 
to a face as well as to a head. 

All of the hats this season are 
(or should be) worn far forward 
so that they give the impression of 
a high back and a downward 
front sweep.

More velvet hats have been 
sold in St. Louis this season than 
for several years. The velvets that 
are ‘used for hats now are very 
soft and pliable, therefore being 
adaptable to the fitted lines so uni- 
versally demanded. Broadcloth is 
another good hat material even 
though this fabric has not lived 
up to its expected revival . for 
dresses and coats. Milliners explain 
that broadcloth can be manipulat-

And yet when I was 
15 I was sent to school in England 
where I was given more liberty 
than I would ever have dreamed 
of giving my own daughter, Anna. 

“The head of the school was an 
elderly French woman who be- 
lieved that the English and Amer- 
icans in her school should have 
much more freedom than she 
granted to the French girls. 

During holidays she used to 
take me traveling with her and 
would let me go and come pretty 
much as I pleased. I went all over 
Paris alone and Florence and oth- 
er places. When I was 16 another 
girl and I went on Christmas eve 
to the rag market in Rome, all by 
ourselves. 


“Nothing ever happened to me. 
I don’t suppose I was ever really 
in any danger. I was a very plain 
child. 

“That was my first taste of free- 
dom. Not that I was at all re- 
bellious. As a matter of fact ! 
never questioned my grandmother's 
ideas, They were of my time and 
my environment. But it did arouse 
my interest. I wanted to know 
people—all kinds of people. 

“The next glimpse came the win- 
ter before I was married. I had 
made my debut, acquiring a lasting 
distaste for formal society. Some- 
body told me about a settlement 
house down on Rivington street. ] 
used to go down there and amuse 
the children and teach them calis- 
thenics. 

“Then 1 was married, and for 
the next 10 years it never occurred 
to me to do anything outside my 
own home.

Treatment of Eczema.

factor as well as to specific ex- 
ternal irritating agents, treatment 
must aim at the elimination of the 
irritating factors and-secondly at 
the soothing of the inflamed por- 
tions of the skin. 

Virtually all sound treatment is 
based upon correct and thorough- 
going diagnosis, and not the least 
difficult phase of the treatment of 
eczema lies in diagnosis. 

Relatively few patients realize 
how difficult the diagnosis is and 
how much patient and careful 
study is required before an ade- 
quate diagnosis of the cause of the 


The problem facing the physi- 
cian who is called upon to treat a 
case of eczema may be briefly sta- 
ted as follows: A patient appears 
with an eruption which shows red- 
ness, scaling and weeping, per- 
haps crusting and some thickening 
of the affected tissues. 

In seeking for a diagnosis upon 
which to base effective treatment, 
the physician is obliged to take a 
very careful history of the patient. 
This history will go into the ante- 
cedents of the patient and his fam- 
ily and will scrutinize carefully the 
patient’s daily life and routine. 

His daily habits and his work 
must be reviewed minutely. Diet, 
clothing, cosmetics, various sub- 
stances with which the patient 
comes in contact during work—all 
of these must be looked into care- 
fully. 

A new suit, a new dress, a new 
fur piece, a match box, a new hair 
wash, a new toilet water, any of 
these may be responsible for the 
appearance of eczematus irritation | 
of some portion of the skin. 

A careful examination of the 
patient’s body must also be made 
both as to skin manifestations and 
constitutional condition. In addi- 
tion, various types of sensitization 
tests may be required before the 
physician may feel free to say 
what causes the patient’s eczema 
and how, he may be rid of it.
